He was deactivated from Camp Atter- 
bury, Indiana in 1952 and returned to East 
Central Junior College where he graduat¬ 
ed in 1963, He made all state and AIL 
American In basketball while at East Cen¬ 
tral and also was chosen most valuable in 
the nation.

I suppose it was tilting that Denver 
Brackeen lost his battle with cancer 
on Memorial Day. 

Not only was he the stuff of legends 
as far as a career in 
the military and in 
education, but he 
was one of the lop 
athletes the tiny 
town of Hickory has 
produced. 

On top of that, 
he was a really 
super person. 

I first met 

Brackeen long, tong 
ago when l was in 
junior high, Part of 
the plan for passing 
time in those days Was shooting hoops 
in Dr. Gilbert Alexander's back yard 
most afternoons with his son. David, 
neighbors Robin Warifick, Bob Mills, 
and Scott CasseL Steve Hansford, and 
whoever else might be traveling Park 
Street and decided to pull in. 

Brackeen drove up to visit the 
good doctor, but decided to meet us 
too since we were playing the game 
he loved so well. 

David and 1 happened to be the only 
wo around that day and Brackeen 
ftfered to play us two on one. 

Granted the man was tall... taller 
han anybody I had been around 
before, but surely we could take him., 
tfter all. we usually ruled that piece of 
:oncrete ... or that's the way I recall it. 


i grew somewhat suspicious when 
David didn't sound too excited about 
the prospect of us winning, but we 
took the challenge anyway. 

We generously allowed Brackeen 
to have the ball first and be promptly 
swished home what was then known 
as a Kareem Abdul Jabbar Sky Hook. 

"Nice shot,” I said, although I was 
thinking he wouldn’t score many 
points trying shots like that. 

Then we had the ball. One of us 
attempted the first shot for our team and 
Brackeen promptly swatted it halfway 
down the driveway to Park Street. 

Well not go into what I was think¬ 
ing as I chased the ball down before it 
rolled down the street. 

And so it went. Every so often, 
we'd score, but looking back, I think 
it was because he let us to keep our 
interest in the game. 

After he got to 10, he thanked us 
tor letting him play and David slowly 
h ega n spill i ng I he be ans. 

"He was an All-American al Ole 
Miss. He played in the NBA." 

Indeed he was and he did. 

Brackeen was taken in the fifth round 
of the 1955 NBA Draft (there were 
only eight NBA teams then) after 
averaging 28. 1 points during the 
1954-55 season at Ole Miss- He 
played for the New York Knicks dur¬ 
ing the 1955-56 season. 

Several years passed before this 
information would come in handy. I 
was enrolled at East Central Junior 


College where Brae keen was the Dean 
of Students. 

We were playing in the old gym 
and he stuck his head in the doorway 
and spoke since he recog¬ 
nized me from that long 
ago whipping, 

"Mind tf I shoot?/’ he 
asked, 

"Watch this." I told one 
of the guys playing with us. 

‘This is going to be good." 

Swish. Brackeen 
hooked in a shot while 
standing out of bounds. 

"Bet you can't do that 
again " one of the unin¬ 
formed students said. 

"Bet a Coke?," 

Brackeen asked. 

"Sure.” 

Swish, 

"Bet me again?” 

“Sure ” 

Swish. 

At this point, l let the cat out of the 
bag. “You better stop. That man 
played in the NBA.” 

Brackeen declined to accept the 
payment for the bet, but went on to 
tell us that his career in ihe NBA did¬ 
n't last all that long as a 7-foot giant 
by the name of Wilt Chamberlain had 
swatted his hook shot well into the 
stands at Madison Square Garden on 
more than one occasion. 

1 knew how he must have felt. 

Over the years, I found out that 


Hickory had gone 51-1 his senior year 
and that lie averaged 32 points In the 
1952-53 season to help East Central 
make the NJCAA National Tournament 
The Warriors finished fourth 
w ith Brackeen collecting a 
tournament record 53 points 
in one game. 

He went on to play at Ole 
Miss where he was a sec¬ 
ond-team All-American and 
SEC Most Valuable Player. 

He came back to coach 
at ECIC and had several 
outstanding teams, includ¬ 
ing a 22-3 squad in I 962- 
63, H is overall record was 
137-52. 

In all. he spent nearly 30 
years of his life involved 
with East Central. 

I ran into Brackeen 
again last fall while eating at Peggy's 
in Philadelphia. We chatted while we 
double-teamed the fried chicken and I 
brough t up that fateful afternoon 
when he showed two junior high kids 
what basketball was really like. We 
both had a good laugh. 

Brackeen had been battling cancer 
for several years and while it took his 
life, it couldn't touch his feelings for 
his family, his friends, and East 
Central. 

The man who worked his way up 
to major general in the Army National 
Guard had a fairly simple, but elTec- 
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education 

“Whatever you do, give it 100 per¬ 
cents Braekeen said. “If you can't do 
a good job, don't lake it. 1 was never 
satisfied. If there was a position high¬ 
er than what I had, I wanted it.” 

One of the main things he wanted 
to see happen in his final years was 
for his former high school basketball 
coach Frank Hodges to be inducted 
into the Mississippi Association of 
Coaches Hall of Fame. That dream 
became a reality in July 2004 with 
Braekeen helping lead the way, 

“Frank would get tired of seeing us 
dribble sonfeiimes and he’d say if we 
dribbled it any more, he'd let the air out 
of it and we’d play awhile with no air so 
you couldn’t dribble,” Braekeen said in 
a 2004 interv iew. 

“He meant an awful lot to a lot of 
people at Hickory. The year that I fin¬ 
ished, he had seven people that were 
offered scholarships to college off a 10 to 
12-player team, 

“He was the kind of guy that, if you 
worked on a farm, he’d come help you 
do your chores so you could play bas¬ 
ketball, 

“Somebody that’s helped put as 
many guys in the Hall of Fame that he 
has deserves the honor too.” 

Braekeen also meant a lot to a lot 
of people, especially in Newton 
County. And will continue to do so. 

East Central Community College 
began a scholarship in his honor last 
year so that others may become a pan 
of his legacy.

Bill French, a Jueo All-American on the 1960 NJCAA All'Tournament Team, was killed with his wife, Mary Kay, in an automobile accident on November 30, 
1968. Bill was a popular player with the fans in this area, having played high school basketball at Pretty Prairie, before starring at Hutchinson Community 
Junior College from 1958 through 1960. He then played at Wyoming University where he met Mary Kay, a pharmacy student. After receiving his masters 
degree, Bill returned to this area where he taught school and later joined his father and brother in a farming and milling operation near Pretty Prairie, Follow¬ 
ing the tragic accident, the Hutchinson Jaycees decided to honor Bill by naming the Player of the Year Award, the William B. French Most Valuable Player 
Award, This Award is presented each year to the player voted the outstanding individual player in the tournament. The Award is based on the sportsmanship, 
playing ability and overall play as a member of a team, which the individual displays during the tournament. In addition to the Most Valuable Player Award, 
friends and relatives of Bill and Mary Kay have started the French Memorial Scholarship Fund which will be used each year to assist one basketball player at 
Hutchinson Community Junior College and one pharmacy student at Wyoming University.

The award will be presented annually to the player displaying good character, leadership, and loyalty to his 
fellow players and coaches. He will also be judged on his defensive ability, indicative of a small player. In order 
to be eligible for the award a player must be no taller than 6 feet-1 inch. 


Bud Obee was a leader, honored student, dedicated athlete and a team captain. He attended Hutchinson 
High School and Emporia State College. He continued this reputation in the community, and in 1949 was the 
logical choice to be the Tournament Director of the first NJCAA Tournament in Hutchinson. Much of the suc¬ 
cess of the tournament in Hutchinson is due to Bud's tireless, unselfish efforts in directing the first 24 tour* 
naments in which 384 teams have participated.

DENVER BRACKEEN — Player. In 1949 he played for East Central Junior College in Decatur, 
Mississippi, then went on active duty with the U.S. Army during the Korean conflict.

Brackeen was 
named tournament MVP, scored 134 points, including a then record 53 points in one game.

THE CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 

For 90 minutes, not including any of the halftime intermission, Jerry Kershaw and Rusty Hilst were “on the air** describ¬ 
ing the action. From the moment Jerry said, “Ail right. The ball is in the air. The tip controlled by Kankakee.** until he said, 
M Hutchinson Community College has just won the National Championship.** he used 12,402 words. Rusty chipped in another 
3 t 270 words on 157 different occasions giving facts, statistics or his opinion. Together, they totalled 15,672 words in 90 
minutes for an average of 174 words per minute. To put that in perspective, that’s three words per second! 

In addition to describing the action on the court they gave the time showing on the dock 139 times. They gave the score 
116 times and gave who was ahead or behind and by how many points another 76 times. 

The most interesting segment of the game had to be the four minutes that Jerry and Rusty discussed the toilet paper caper 
with one second remaining in the game and guessing what the outcome would be. During those minutes the time was evenly 
split as Jerry said 357 words and Rusty followed with 351. They averaged 177 words per minute during those four minutes. 

The basketball court isn’t the only place where the action is fast and furious! 

DUNKS 

Once again a new record number of dunks were made in the tournament. The record now stands at 96. The record of 91 
dunks, set in the 1987 tournament, was broken with 17:46 remaining in the first half of the championship game by Julius Den¬ 
ton of Kankakee. Daron Jenkins of Copiah-Lincoln led all players with 13 dunks, he was followed closely by Carl Herrera of 
Jacksonville who made 11. 

Copiah-Lincoln led all teams with 20 dunks, followed by Jacksonville with 18, This was the first time that every team in 
the tournament made a dunk. Forty-five players made dunks, while 13 players missed dunks. Of the 110 attempted dunks only 
14 were missed. 

TIMEOUTS 

There were 172 timeouts called in the 1988 NJCAA Tournament, but only 34 were called in the first half of games. There 
were 4 games in which a timeout wasn’t called until the second half The most timeouts called in one game was 12, in an over¬ 
time game between Allegeny and Kankakee. The fewest timeouts called in one game was two, occuring twice in the tourna¬ 
ment. In the four overtimes, eight timeouts were called. There were five instances where back-to-back timeouts were called 
without play resuming between the timeouts. The shortest timeout lasted only 14 seconds, with only four being under a minute. 
Twice the action was stopped for over two minutes with the longest being 4:06 with one second left in the championship game. 
Shelby State was the only team to play an entire game without calling a timeout. Timeouts averaged one minute and twenty 
seconds long. 

ODDS & ENDS 

Of the 26 games the winner scored first 15 times. The quickest a team ever scored was in three seconds, accomplished by 
Kankakee. The next fastest was four seconds by Hutchinson. The longest stretch at the start of a game without either team 
scoring was two minutes and forty-nine seconds. The longest one team went without scoring was 3:14. The winners of the 26 
games scored their first points in an average of 59.1 seconds, the losers in 68.4 seconds. 

There were a total of 940 substitutions in the tournament. 477 made by the winning teams, 463 by the losers. The most 
substitutions by one team in a game was 41, by Kankakee. The least was 6 by Jacksonville, The most substitutes for a team that 
played four games in a tournament was 146, by Kankakee, The least was 30 by Jacksonville. This is an average of 36.5 and 7,5 
substitutes per game respectively, compared to an average of 18.1 for the entire tournament. 

Players fouled out 36 times in last year’s tournament. The earliest a player fouled out in a game was with 8:34 remaining. 
In 7 games, three players fouled out in each game. Four players fouled out tn the four overtimes. 

In the first 24 games of the tournament the halftime was scheduled for 10 minutes, it lasted an average of 10:58, The 
longest was 11:52, The shortest 9:54. The last two games halftime was scheduled for 15 minutes, they lasted 15:57, 

The score was tied 157 times last year, with 205 lead changes, for an average of 6.0 per game, and 7.9 per game respective¬ 
ly. The most ties in one game was 15. This was in Game 13 where Jacksonville defeated Chowan, 71-69. The highest lied score 
wax 88-88. The most lead changes in one game was 25, an overtime game in which Kankakee won, 74-73 over Allegeny. The 
championship game had 6 ties and 13 lead changes. 

There were six technicals called in the tournament. Five on coaches, and only one on a player.

":22 remaining in the second half* The earliest a team got into the bonus situation was with 15:13 left in the first half of Game 

In five instances a team never got into the bonus situation* In Game 22 Belleville got in the bonus situation with 6:53 re¬ 
maining in the first half, one second later with 6:52 remaining, Kankakee was pul in the bonus situation. Fourteen times the 
:eam that was put in the bonus situation first in the first half also was given the bonus first in the second half* 

BASKETBALL SURVEY 

During the tournament 131 randomly, selected fans, the tournament's 10 game officials and members of the Chipola 
Junior College and Westchester Community College basketball teams were asked for their opinion on these four questions: Do 
ou like the three point shot? Is the distance of the three point shot too close, just right or too far? Should a player fouled on 
~n unsuccessful three point shot receive three free throws instead of just two free throws? Should the 45 second clock be shut 
: ff the last few minutes of a game? 

Of the 163 total responses, 142 (87%) were in favor of the three point shot. 162 responded to the distance of the three 
roint shot. 91 of those said the distance was just right for 56%. 68 (42%) said the distance was too close and only three said it 
^as too far. Of the 77 people under the age of 50 that responded, 42 (55%) said the distance was too close. The idea of three 
'ree throws when fouled on a three point shot failed 124-39 (76% were opposed). 142 of the 163 responses (87%) were in favor 
:f leaving the shot clock the way it is. 

The tournament's 10 officials agreed with the fans on three of the four questions. AH 10 favored the three point shot and 
igreed with leaving the shot clock as it is now. Eight of the ten thought the distance of the three point shot was just right while 
:ne other two felt it was too close. However, the ten were evenly split on the issue of three free throws for a foul on a three 
point shot* 

THOUGHTS FROM THE FANS 

At the conclusion of the survey, an opportunity was given for the fans to share their ideas about the game. The following 
is some of their comments: 

“Use the high school rule on getting teams from the huddle after a time-out,” 

“Why not count a lay-up or dunk I point and shoot from half court 4 (points)? Need more consistency. You don't get 4 
roints for a longer field goal in football, do you?” 

“Dunk should be 1 point.” 

“The 3-point shot changes the game from the way it was invented to be scored. If it ain't broke, don't fix it*” 

“Offensive foul-no basket no matter what*” 

“3 to make 2“ in reference to the three free throws when fouled on a three point shot,” 

“I think all fouls in the last 4 minutes of a game should be ruled intentional and the team should have the option of 
mooting 2 or taking the ball out of bounds*” 

“What difference dose it make? We can't change the rules,” 

“The game is okay as it is.”
